The reply filed on 8/27/03 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): applicants inadvertently overlooked 
the election of species over amphiphilic agents in claims 67, 97-100. The examiner 
recognizes that claim 67 is directed to two agents. 

In this case, "one ultimate agent" would be understood as the combination of the 
two agents on claim 67. For the election of diluents in claims 41-42, 9f-94 one diluent 
should be elected (unless applicants elect the mixture of claim 94). Applicants instead 
elected one from claim 41 and one from claim 42.
